EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 7, after "frequency synthesizer", add for receiving the digital 

local oscillator signal — ; 

In claim 1 , line 8, after "desired frequency", add said mixer mixing the analog 

radio frequency signal with the digital local oscillator signal for providing the analog 
output signal . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1 and 29, the cited prior art fail to disclose or 

suggest a tuner and method of tuning comprising a mixer for mixing an analog radio 
frequency signal with a digital local oscillator signal generated from a direct digital 
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frequency synthesizer having a frequency chosen to mix a channel to a desired 
frequency to output an analog output signal from the mixer output. 

The cited prior art also fail to disclose or suggest a tuner and method of tuning for 
the reason cited in applicant's remarks filed 10/29/2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
